Coleman Schools Add French Course; 

Trig, and Geometry May Be Added 

Schools opened In Coleman last week with a total enrolment 
of 597 students, under the guidance of 23 teachers. Sixty-eight be¬ 
ginners started school this year. 

Principal Allan released the complete organization for Cent¬ 
ral and Cameron schools, showing grade, teacher and number of 
students. Curriculum changes show French II, whioh is chiefly oral 
French, being added in grade 10. If a sufficient number of students 
are interested the Trigonometry and Analytical Geometry courses 
will be added in January.

Hunters Active 
In Area 

The opening of sheep and goat 
season last week saw local hunt¬ 
ers taking to the hills. Within a 
few days of the opening date re¬ 
ports stated that more hunters 
than ever had gone into the Kan- 
anaskis country. 

Reports reaching The Journal 
at the end of the week stated that 
Teddy Michalski and Joe Pau- 
vile and Ray Campbell of Belle¬ 
vue had each bagged a goat, while 
two other Bellevue men had shot 
rams. 

Alberta’s closed season on the 
shooting of deer and moose is con¬ 
tinued this year under 1954 big 
game hunting regulations an¬ 
nounced recently by E. S. Huestis, 
provincial fish and game commis¬ 
sioner. The new regulations in¬ 
clude provisions for shooting of 
migratory and upland birds. 

The Shooting of deer and moose 
was prohibited for the 1953 sea¬ 
son and officials said they find 
no reason to lift the ban for the 
current period. 

The season for mountain 9 heep 
and goats will be open for Sept¬ 
ember and October. For elk, the 
season will be open for Novem¬ 
ber and December. The bag lim¬ 
its are one male mountain sheep 
for the season, one goat, male or 
female, and one male elk, except 
that in the region south of the 
Crowsnest and west of the no. 2 
highway there is a choice of one 
male or one female elk. 

The shooting of one grizzly, one 
black or brown or cinnamon bear 
also is permitted between Sept. 1 
and December 31. 

For the first time the regula¬ 
tions also permit that one may 
take or kill big game by the use 
of bow and arrow. This prohibi¬ 
tion was taken out of the Game 
Act at the last session of the leg¬ 
islature. 

The open season for migratory 
birds, such as ducks, and geese, is 
from Sept. 18 to Dec. 4, inclusive, 
except that for Wilson’s snipe the 
season extends from Sept. 18 to 
Cct 6. Daily bag limit is eight 
jk> and five geese and the pos¬ 
session limit .32 ducks and 10 

Under the new regulations, the 
season for shooting all upland 
birds will be open from Oct. 18 to 
Nov. 20 inclusive, throughout the 
province. This includes Sharp¬ 
tailed grouse, commonly known as 
prairie chicken, ruffed grouse, 
spruce partridge, 'Hungarian parti 
ridge, ring necked cock pheasants. 
One blue grouse and ptarmigans, 
the season will be open from Sept. 
1 to Sept. 30. 

This year the shooting of cock 
pheasants will not be permitted 
before 10 a.m., a restoration of the 
regulation in effect two years ago. 
Last year it was permissible to 
shoot these birds from half an 
hour before sunrise to half an 
hour after sunset The bag limit on 
all upland birds is "five a day.

No Day Trains 
For Crows Nest Pass 

The CPR has announced new 
service for the Crows Nest Pass 
line, effective September 26. The 
new schedule will see one train 
withdrawn and the other re¬ 
scheduled so that Coleman will 
be without daytime passenger 
service. 

Trains 67 and 68 (the night 
train) will be withdrawn; trains 
11 and 12 going on a new sched¬ 
ule. The new condensed schedule 
does not list time of arrival and 
departure for Coleman, but shows 
the westbound train arriving at 
Crowsnest. B. C„ at 3 am. and 
eastbound passenger as Crows¬ 
nest at 3:55 am. 

Due to circumstances bey¬ 
ond our control some of the 
type scheduled for this week 
did not arrive |here by press 
time. 


Council Holds Regular Session 


Coleman Council met in regular 
session Tuesday night dispensing 
with regular business and discuss¬ 
ing matters that face the town 
at the present time. 

Perhaps the most important 
matter of the evening was the re¬ 
port of Fire Chief Montalbetti in 
regards the local volunteer fire 
brigade. Mr. Montalbetti stated 
that the brigade boasted of 12 
members at the present, enough 
for a call, but was faced with the 
problem of no firemen living in 
the fire hall. This meant that 
when Town Foreman Malanchuk 
was away from home the build¬ 
ing was empty, no one available to 
take fire calls. To ask Mr. Mal- 
unchuk to remain in the building 
at all times would not be fair, 
but someone must be obtained 
to take up residence and be 
available for receiving calls. 

Giving a man a room is not 
enough the chief stated, — other 
centres providing more incentive 
to men. He felt that addition of 
light housekeeping facilities in the 
;ooms might make it easier to 
obtain men. 

Council discussed the matter 
thoroughly, realizing the danger 
that they were confronted with, 
and the need for them to rectify 
the situation at the earliest. Sug¬ 
gestions of hiring a town hail jan¬ 
itor to do this work, providing 
housekeeping facilities and mak¬ 
ing arrangements with the tele¬ 
phone company to sound the 
alarm were all considered. It was 
finally decided to advertise for 
men as the first step. 

Sidewalks came in for discuss¬ 
ion next, council deciding that 
holes in the pavement on main 
street should be fixed and the 
section from Red & White to the 
Modern Electric looked at. It was 
agreed that drainage on this sec¬ 
tion caused damage for stores 
and proved to be dangerously icy 
during winter months. 


Councillor Bond brought up the 
matter of the rock cut on the 
main highway again pointing out 
that it constituted a danger, mot¬ 
orists having to pull out past the 
stop sign to see if cars were ap¬ 
proaching from the east. He was 
informed that the government 
had been notified and agreed that 
the cut was too narrow. They will 
inform council if and when they 
decide what is to be done. 

Consideration of unemployed 
men working for the town came 
under council’s scrutiny next with 
discussion as to what projects re¬ 
mained to be done. It was brought 
out that irresponsible remarks 
had been made around town as to 
the manner in in which the work 
was being handled. Council have 
directed this campaign in a man¬ 
ner that provides the best for the 
people not for the advantage of 
one person. Consideration has 
been given to families that were 
without any visible means of in¬ 
come at the time and to men 
that could not pass a medical ex¬ 
amination for other work. Any 
persons desiring to work for the 
town under this plan must leave 
his name at the office and await 
his time to get an equal share. 

Speeding popped up again at 
this meeting with the report that 
the removal of a stop sign in West 
Coleman and replacing it with 
school signs has resulted in 
speeding in that area. One report 
stated that a truck and two cars 
had been noticed racing in this 
section. 

Councillor Bond of the Parks 
committee reported that the Lions 
Club were anxious to obtain soil 
from the area back of the corrals. 
Council felt that this land was 
under the jurisdiction of the Sport 
Association and therefore the de¬ 
cision must come from them. 

However, they felt that should 
;he area be under their control, 
they would prefer to see the soil 
obtained from some other area.

Rew calendar? - 

This new calender, says The Fi¬ 
nancial Post, has been planned 
for many years but not until the 
Vatican indicated approval In 
principle a few weeks ago was 
there much hope of widespread 
acceptance. Now the United Na¬ 
tions has taken up the idea and 
the views of all established gov¬ 
ernments are to be sought. 

To make the transition smooth, 
a year would have to be elected 
where the first day of the present 
calendar falls on a Sunday. That 
would be in 1961. 

Main advantages claimed for 
the reformed calendar are sim¬ 
plicity and regularity. Quarters 
would be identical and dates would 
fall on the same week day each 


year. July 1 for example would 
always come on a Sunday, May 24 
on a Friday and Christmas on a 
Monday. 

There would be four months, 
January, April, July, and October 
of 31 days each. All others would 
have 30 days. The extra day, Feb¬ 
ruary 29 in a leap year and th« 
present 365th would be called 
wordsdays, and designated gen¬ 
eral holidays.
